The  Minutes  of  the  last  Annual  Meeting  of  Members  held  on  June  16,  1986 
were  adopted  and  approved. 


EDITORIAL  REPORTS 


GENERAL  SERIES:  Dr.  Sylvia  Van  Kirk 

This  will  be  my  last  report  as  general  editor  to  the  Society,  so  it  is 
good  to  be  able  to  report  that  things  are  going  well. 

Since  the  last  annual  meeting.  Volume  II  of  Captain  Henry  Bayfield's  St. 
Lawrence  Survey  Journals,  edited  by  Ruth  McKenzie,  has  been  published. 

This  completes  the  Bayfield  project.  I  think  the  Society  has  made  an 
important  contribution  here  making  available  this  large  body  of  scientific 
material  relating  to  one  of  the  most  important  geographical  features  of 
Canada.  Miss  McKenzie  was  certainly  an  admirable  editor  of  these  volumes. 


The  upcoming  volumes  which  are  in  various  stages  of  preparation  will  now 
be  overseen  by  my  successor,  and  he  will  have  seme  very  interesting  man¬ 
uscripts  to  work  with. 

It  is  likely  that  the  next  two  volumes  will  be  Professor  Barry  Gough's 
edition  of  the  Journal  of  Alexander  Henry  the  Younger,  who  has  left  a 
fascinating  account  of  fur  trade  life,  covering  the  period  1799-1814. 
Professor  Gough  has  submitted  revisions  of  his  introduction  and  annotat¬ 
ions  to  Volume  I,  which  is  scheduled  for  publication  in  the  summer  of  1988 
Volume  II  would  follow  in  eighteen  months. 

I  am  delighted  that  Professor  Robin  Fisher  is  our  guest  speaker  at  this 
annual  meeting.  Progress  on  the  Letters  of  Gilbert  Malcolm.  Sproat,  Indian 
reserve  commissioner  for  British  Columbia,  is  coming  along  well,  so  that 
this  volume  which  is  being  co-edited  with  Bradley  Lockner,  might  well  be 
next. 

Professor  John  "loir  also  reports  progress  on  the  volume  that  he  has  taken 
over,  The  Records  of  the  Glasgow  Colonial  Society.  This  volume  will  be  a 
rich  source  for  the  religious  and  social  history  of  British  North  America 
in  the  early  nineteenth  century. 

Other  commissioned  volumes  are  The  Reports  of  William  Duncan  of  Metlakatla 
which  is  being  edited  by  Professor  Morris  Z as lew;  and  The  Letters  and  Mem¬ 
oranda  of  0.  D.  Skelton,  being  edited  by  Dr.  Norman  Hi  Hirer. 

During  my  editorship,  there  were  two  new  projects  approved  by  the  Society. 
The  first  is  a  volume  of  the  Hale-Amherst  Correspondence,  1798-1826,  which 
is  being  edited  by  Professor  Roger  Hall.  This  will  provide  important  in¬ 
sights  into  the  life  of  British  officials  in  Laver  Canada  (Quebec)  during 
this  period.  The  other  project  has  been  approved  since  the  last  annual 
meeting.  Professor  Richard  Davis  and  Clive  Holland  will  edit  the  journals 
and  correspondence  of  Sir  John  Franklin's  Arctic  Land  Expeditions.  This 
material  has  not  been  published  before,  and  there  will  be  two  completely 
separate  volumes:  one  for  the  1819-22  expedition  and  one  for  the  1825-27 
journey. 
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The  Chairman  informed  the  meeting  that  Dr.  Sylvia  Van  Kirk  was  retiring 
effective  July  1,  1987  as  editor  of  the  General  Series  and  that  Dr.  R. 
Craig  Brown  had  been  appointed  by  Council  as  her  successor. 

The  question  of  pre-cutting  the  pages  of  volumes  before  delivery  to  mem¬ 
bers  was  again  discussed  and  the  meeting  was  informed  that  at  a  meeting 
of  Council  held  earlier  this  day  it  was  decided  to  continue  the  practice 
of  not  pre-cutting  pages.  There  were  advantages  and  disadvantages  and 
the  decision  of  Council  was  made  after  a  full  discussion. 

On  MOTION  by  Mr.  Bell  duly  SECONDED  and  CARRIED  UNANIMOUSLY,  a  vote  of 
appreciation  and  thanks  to  Dr.  Van  Kirk  was  passed. 


ONTARIO  SERIES:  Dr.  P.D.W.McCalla 


During  the  past  year,  my  principal  concern  has  been  with  Peter  Basker- 
ville's  The  Bank  of  Upper  Canada.  Typesetting  for  the  volume  is  now 
completed ,  and  the  volume  should  be  published  and  mailed  to  the  members 
during  the  sunnier.  Those  who  heard  Professor  Baskerville  speak  at  this 
meeting  a  few  years  ago  will  not  be  surprised  when  I  say  that  the  work 
is,  I  think,  an  inportant  contribution  to  its  field.  It  will  be  a  credit 
to  the  Society,  the  volume  editor,  the  publishers  (Carleton  University 
Press) ,  and  the  Government  of  Ontario. 

The  next  volume  in  the  Series  will  be  Richard  Reid's  The  Upper  Ottawa 
Valley  to  1854,  for  which  I  now  have  a  complete  draft.  We  had  a  meeting 
in  April  to  discuss  the  volume,  and  Professor  Reid  is  now  at  work  on  re¬ 
visions,  pricipally  to  bring  the  book  down  to  an  appropriate  length. 

I  regret  to  have  to  report  that  Frederick  H.  Armstrong  and  Dan  Brock  have 
concluded  that,  primarily  from  the  press  of  other  corrmi  tments ,  they  will 
be  unable  to  complete  their  volume  on  London  to  1854.  That  volume  has 
thus  had  to  be  dropped  frcm  the  Series. 

In  March  I  had  an  encouraging  meeting  with  John  Weaver  and  Robert  Fraser 
in  regard  to  their  work  on  the  volume  on  The  Head  of  the  Lake;  and  I  have 
had  Positive  reports  frcm  Cornelius  Jaenen  in  regard  to  his  volume  on 
Ontario  During  the  French  Regime  and  S.F.Wise  on  his  project  of  publishing 
the  Upper  Canada  Legislative  Debates.  The  remaining  volume  in  the  Series 
is  Bruce  Wilson's  Niagara  to  1812.  In  all  three  cases,  volume  editors  are 
slowed  by  the  pressure  on  their  time  of  other  obligations;  I  remain  opti¬ 
mistic  that  all  the  volumes  will  be  brought  successfully  to  a  conclusion, 
however. 

In  this  regard  I  greatly  welcome  the  encouraging  progress  we  have  made  in 
discussions  with  the  Ontario  Government  in  regard  to  ensuring  its  continuing 
support  for  these  volumes  in  the  Series,  when  and  as  they  are  ready  for 
publication. 

I  would  be  remiss  in  concluding  without  expressing  my  warmest  appreciation 
for  the  contribution  to  the  Society  of  Sylvia  Van  Kirk  as  General  Series 
Editor.  She  has  been  an  excellent  colleague,  and  her  advice  and  interest 
have  made  my  work  easier  in  many  ways.

DECEMBER  31.  1986 

1 .  Significant  accounting  policies 

Significant  accounting  policies  of  The  Champlain  Society  (the  "Society") 
are  summarized  as  follows: 

(a)  The  Society  follows  the  accrual  method  of  accounting  for  revenue 

and  expenses. 

(b)  Fees  receivable  are  recorded  at  the  dates  membership  renewals  are 

rendered.  Membership  fees  receivable  are  written  off  and 
membership  is  subject  to  cancellation  if  the  fees  are  in  arrears 
for  two  years  or  more. 

(c)  Publication  costs  are  expensed  as  incurred. 

2.  Ontario  Series 

The  Ontario  Series  consists  of  books  relating  to  the  history  of  the 
province  of  Ontario.  These  have  been  largely  funded  by  The  Ontario 
Heritage  Foundation.  Revenue  and  expenses  associated  with  the  Ontario 
Series  are  segregated  from  the  General  Series  and  presented  separately 
in  these  financial  statements. 


On  MOTiai  duly  SECONDED  and  CARRIED,  Clarkson  Gordon  were  appointed 
Auditors  of  the  Society  for  the  ensuing  year. 


EXTRA  COPIES 


In  recent  years  The  Champlain  Society  has  printed  extra  copies  of  each 
volume  in  a  Library  Edition  which  is  identical  with  the  regular  series 
except  that  the  Society  crest  has  been  emitted  from  the  spine,  and  the 
pages  are  trimmed.  These  extra  copies  were  printed  for  the  purpose  of 
meeting  the  wishes  expressed  by  libraries  and  other  institutions  for  ex¬ 
tra  copies  of  particular  volumes  and  to  replace  worn  out  or  lost  volumes.
